Though nervous children Jii'O often 


very sensitive, there are many little 
people not deficient in moral and phys-

The indus- 
trial school authorities were notified ol 
his arrest, but did not ccmo after him 
for sorao two or three days. 
In the 


meantime the boy was confined in his 
cell, with all the doors locked, while the 
police carried the only keys about in 
ttteir pockets.

the boy. The mun knew the prisoner 
was id the lockup, but he could not get in. 
He then set out to

was picked up at Cape Pine today 
The

land tally except as to masts, the wreck 
having two and the Helgoland three, but 
it is supposed one ot the former's masts 
went overboard, 


A signboard picked up in the surf to- 


day bore the words "No smoking al- 
lowed," which is taken as added evidence 
that the wreck was an oil ship, as no 
others except cotton carriers show such 
notices. 


This morning a life buoy was picked 


up with a ships name on it, but several 
of the letters wore illegible. Six flags 
were also picked up, one of blue, -yellow. 
and red with a red letter "B" in the 
center. This is the regular flag of the 
Dutch-American petroleum company. 


No bodies hnve yet been recovered,

Great Brit- 
ain, with over 12,000,000 tons afloat, 
has the lowest percentage or losses. 
Startling figures are presented" as to 
the number of steamers and sailing 
craft reported "missing" and now re- 
garded as lost by insurance underwrit- 
ers. 
No less than 24 steamers sailed 


out of various ports last year and have 
never been heard from, and 79 sailing 
vessels cleared and never reached their 
destination, both classes representing 
a total tonnage .of 72,773. In addition

at sea. As a result, of all the losses

CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Work, at the Monterey Mill :s Now 


Badly Crippled—One Hundred Girls 
Involved in 
Present 
Difficulty— 


Stockholders 
Claim Better Wages 


are Being Paid Here Then Elsewhere 
One hundred girls employed at the 


lower cotton mill at, Monterey by the 
Janesville Cotton Mills company; have 
left their work for the want of higher 
wages. In other words the girls are 
out on a strike. 


The interested young women claim 


that they are not out on a strike but 
that they merely walked out because the 
cotton 
company directors would not 


grant them better pay. 


A committee composed of four good 


looking young ladies were appointed to 
call on Secretary William G. Heller and 
have the present 
difficulty adjusted. 


The committee called and the result was 
that an inteiesting session followed with 
no definite action being taken by either 
side. 


The greater portion ot the work at 


the lower cotton mill is piece work some 
ot the women making as high as $10 a 
month. 


One of the strikers said this morning: 


"If you say anything about this trouble 
ia The Gazette don't call it a strike. We 
merely quit in the hopes that the com- 
pany will see fit to give us better pay. 
There a-rp some who receive more pay. 
Girls are scarce in Janesville now and 
with, the starting up of several of the! 
leaf tobacco warehouses the 
laboring j Died This Morning After Tf,« 


women will be fewer than ever in thej 
Bower City." 


Said one ol' the Jnnesville Cotton 


Mills directors this morning: "It is 
quite evident that the girls employed at 
the lower cotton mill don't know a good 
thing when they see it. 
Here these 


girls are out on a strike and are re- 
ceiving as good pay as some men with 
families. 
We are today paying better 


wages than tho average cotton mill in 
thiscouatty. I don't think that the 
company will grant the request nf the 
strikers, which practically means an ad- 
vance of 221- per cent over the present 
scale of wages." 


Eugene l>elUle, foreman of the spin- 


ning room, says that many of the girls 
have been uneasy tor some time past 
but that he did not anticipate a walk- 
out. 


Foreman Arnold, who has been con- 


nected with the cotton inill at the Mon- 
terey mill for a number of years, ia of 
the opinion that the present difficulty is 
wholly uncalled for. 


The present difficulty may soon in 


involve the upper mill on River, West 
Bluff and Franklin streets.

Washington, Jan. 17.—The senate is 


still in the throes of discussion of thr; 
Philippine question, and, apparently, 
there is no near approach to a deliver- 
ance upon the subject. Mr. Vest (Mo.) 


• Tuesday voiced the opinion of many 
.senators when he said that such dis- 
cussion as was now in progress was of 
no consequence, as" the country was 
confronted by a state of facts 
that 


could not be changed by talk. 


The resolution of Mr. Pettigrew call- 


ing for information' regarding the con- 
duct of the war in the Philippines was 
laid before the senate and the resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr. Hoar substi- 
tuted for it, with an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Lodge. It was about to 
be passed when Mr. Pettigrew offered 
an amendment calling for information 
•s to all the instructions which the 
president had given the commissioners 
who had negotiated the treaty of Paris, 
together with .the correspondence that 
hud passed betvreen the president and 
the commissioners. 


Mr. Davis, chairman of the foreign 


relations committee and one of the 
commissioners, moved that the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Pettigrew be laid 
on t'rfe table. The motion was carried, 
41 to 20. 


The debate on the resolution was 


concluded by -an 
earnest 
but 
brief 


speech by Mr. Vest (dem., Mo.). 


"What is the position of the presi- 


• dent?" inquired Mr. Vest. "He direct- 


ed the peace commission to take one 
island—Luzon—and 
afterward aban- 


doned that policy. He has since said 
the acquisition of the islands was an 
act of providence—that we could not 
leave them as derelicts. 
The fact is 


this whole question is in a nebulous 
and foggy condition. 


"I disclaim now any intention that 


my remarks should reflect upon my 
country. But 1 deny the right of any 
mati to muzzle me and restrain my 
right'to express my opinion in my own 
way. We have the bubonic plague add- 
ed to leprosy in Hawaii; we have star- 
vation in Puerto Rico; we have unrest 
.and .disquiet in Cuba, and we have a 
war of indefinite length in the Phil- 
ippines. Is it treason to say this?" 


At the conclusion 
of 
Mr. 
Vest's 


speech the currency bill was laid before 
the senate and Mr. McLaurin (dem., 
S. C.) addressed himself to an amend- 
ment which he had offered to the pend- 
ing measure. He advocated the repeal 
of the law placing a tax ou state bank 
circulation and permission 
to state 


batiks to issue circulating notes. He 
maintained 
that the increase of the 


banking facilities would not help the 
south and west if provided according 
to-the provisions of the pending bill. 
He would have each state regulate its 
own domestic currency both in volume 
and kind. 


Mr. Cullora (111.) presented a peti- 


tion, signed by 3,200 negroes, asking 
for such legislation as will protect ne- 
groes of this country from the "bar- 
barous practice of lynching and burn- 
ing colored men." The petition was re- 
ferred to the committee on judiciary.
